VIRGIN FOREST COVERS THIRD 


OF AREA OF COUNTY 


Stand, At Present Rate Of Cut Which Is 
Heaviest Ever, Guarantees 60-Year Supply: 
Operators Promote Conservation Practices 


Approximately one-third of the 
area of El Dorado County is virgin 
forest, divided about equally be- 
tween private owners and the gov- 
ernment through National Forests, 
and there is enough virgin timber 
in the stands at the present rate of 
cutting to guarantee a virgin tim- 
ber supply for sixty years.

The logged over | 
lands in the count ysupport about | 
two billion board feet of timber | 
nearly all of which is privately | 
owned, 

Logging operations on National 
Forest lands provide for the con- | 
tinuous production of timber on 
those lands, so perhaps the logging 
methods used on private lands am- 
1 ounting to one sixth of the county 
area should be considered in some 
detail in order to arrive at a rea- 
sonable conclusion as to the future 
prospects of the County and the 
Reeeaae industry. 

There are several rather small 
sawmills in the county. Some of 
those are cutting in National For- 
ests and some on private land.

Ripley Goes To L. A. 


The October meeting of the coun- 
ty Chamber of Commerce, sched- 
uled for the regular third Monday 
of the month, has been postponed 
until Thursday evening, October 23.

Forest timber. The privately owned 
timber it is cutting is largely owned 
by one company. That company re- 
quires that the Placerville Lumber 
& Box Company cut its timber in 
accordance with what is called une 
Forest Depletion plan. That is a 
technical term for a plan that has 
been approved by the U. S. Forest | 
Service and the U. S. Treasury De- 


tice assuring a satisfactory contin- 
ued growth of timber on the lands 
cut-over. I believe that under that 
plan for the particular area in ques- 


| tion the minimum diameter of trees 


cut is 22 inches. As a matter of 
interest 22 inches is the minimum 
diameter cutting limit established 
by the Western Pine Association of 
lumber companies for this region. 
That limit is set up in the rules of 
Forest Practice which the Associa- 
tion has adopted for guidance of 
its members. While the rules are 
set up on a voluntary basis of self 
regulation by the industry the de- 
gree of reasonable compliance is 
quite satisfactory, and has shown 
steady improvement throughout 
the eleven western states since the 
rules were first set up some eight 
years ago. 

The California Door Company is 
also cutting on both National For- 
est and its own lands. On its lands 
it abides by the general Association 
practice of cutting no pine trees 
under 22 inches in diameter, but as 
you will quickly see if you visit their 
operations the company leaves a 
great many trees very much larger 
in diameter than the minimum, A 
couple of weeks ago I noticed that 
they had left uncut trees of a thir- 
ty inch diameter and some as big as 
three feet. You people living in this 
county Know enough about forest 
conditions to know that when trees 
are left standing of the sizes I have 
mentioned, then you are going to 
get a new crop of timber without 
great delay.
